I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  iry  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1953# 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  general  health  of  the  pop- 
ulation of  the  district  has  remained  satisfactory  and  the 
incidence  of  notifiable  diseases,  vidth  the  exception  of  measles 
has  remained  low. 

For  the  seventh  consecutive  year  there  has  been  no 
cases  of  diphtheria  in  the  Budleigh  Scalterton  urban  district, 
but  I must  again  stress  that  if  this  disease  is  to  be  kept  in 
check  no  attitude  of  complacency  must  be  allowed  to  enter  the 
minds  of  the  general  public.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria 
must  be  practised  just  as  energetically  now  as  before,  such 
inmunisation  being  given  before  the  children  reach  the  gge  of 
1 year  and  re- inforcing  injections  at  the  ages  of  5 years  and  10 
years  in  order  to  maintain  the  protection  acquired  during  their 
initial  immunisation. 

Regarding  the  sta.tistics  for  the  year,  the  estimated 
resident  mid-year  population  has  risen  from  3,719  in  1932  to 
3,790  in  1953. 

The  standardised  live  birth  rate  has  decreased  slightly 
from  12,9  in  the  previous  year  to  12,0  for  the  year  under  reviev\f 
and.  is  below  that’ for  the  country  as  a whole. 

The  standardised  death  rate  for  Budleigh  Salterton  urban 
district  haa  risen  sliglitly  from  9.6  in  1952  to  10,5  in  1953  and 
is  lower  than  that  for  En^and  & Wales  (11,A) 

The  average  age  at  death  of  males  v/as  72.0  and  of 
females  77.3  both  sexes  being  75.4  which  is  above  that  for  the 
country. 


Finally,  I should  like  to  express  ny  appreciation  of 
the  help,  co-operation,  and  support  which  has  been  given  to  me  by 
all  members  of  the  Council  during  the  year.

Lmmunisation  against  Diphtheria  should  be  given  at  the  age 
of  8 months  and  consists  of  a course  of  tv/o  injections  of  A,P,T, 
given  at  one  month’ s interval.  The  protection  thus  provided 
should  be  maintained  by  means  of  a single  reinforcing  injection  at 
3 years  of  age,  and  a second  single  reinforcing  injection  at  10 
years  of  age. 

The  immunisation  can  be  given  by  the  patients  oivn  doctor,  the 
isedical  Officer  attending  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  or  by  the

The  source  is  a very  deep  spring  which  rises  in  a well  at 
the  Kershrook  Purrping  station,  and  the  characteristics  of  the 
water  have  remained  unchanged  since  it  was  first  submitted  for 
examination  by  the  public  analyst  over  10  years  ago.  The  dist- 
ribution system  is  divided  into  three  levels,  the  hi^  level 
being  fed  from  a reservoir  of  60,000  gallons  capacity  situate  at 
the  Flagstaff,  the  middle  level  having  a reservoir  of  210,000 
gallons  capacity  and  situate  at  Sherbrook  Chine,  wliilst  the  low
